Antioch Recreation is 
Burglarized of $1,000; 
Lake Villa Youths Held 



Two Lake Villa area youths, Nor- 
man Wijczynski and Dave Walters, 
both 18, are scheduled to appear be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Carlton 
Smith in Waukegan next Thursday, 
to answer to charges of burglarizing 
the Antioch Recreation of an esti- 
mated $1,000* in cash Monday. 

They were held in county jail 
Tuesday on bonds set at $5,000 each. 

The burglary occurred between 
2:30 and 6 a.m., and most of that 
time must have been consumed in 
the process of opening the various 
coin machines and lock box at the 
bowling lanes on Rte. 173 west of 
this village. 

Sheriff Stanley Christian credited 
Deputies Charles Larson and Leon- 
ard Hink with rapid and alert police 
work in apprehending the two youths 
within 24 hours after the burglary 
took place. He said the youths con- 
fessed and the money was returned 
to the operators of the establish- 
ment, Mr. and Mrs. Carl Gibson. 

The side door of the building had 
been removed, but the police con- 
cluded that the door could not have 
been removed from its hinges while 
it was locked. They started to cheek 
persons who had keys to the place 
and this led to the questioning of 
Wojczynski, who lives at Linden- 
hurst. He had been employed at the 
lanes for about two years. 

The deputies said that Wojczynski 
admitted his part in the theft and 
implicated Walters, a resident of 
Lake Villa. 

Deputies Larson and Hink said 
that a large quantity of cash was 
taken from "a locked box in a locker 
room, and the rest from coin oper- 
ated machines.

Youthful Drivers Take Notice 

The facts are in, boys, and you just don't make 
the grade. You, as a group between the ages of 16 
and 25, think you're the world's best driver; but the 
low down is this . . .you're the country's worst. The 
facts are in and your insurance rate has gone up any- 
where from 20 to 50 per cent. 

Think it over, lads . . . and dads. The insurance 
people are no dopes. They don't' care whether you're 
handsome and have females in a dither; they don't 
care whether you have a piece of junk lovingly tuned 
to a racewaysong; they don"t care if you can name 
every part of every motor ever built or that you con 
rebuild one with your eyes closed. All they care about 
is poor performance on the road. 

Frankly, sons, your performance stinks. You as a 
group are a menance to society . . . and to yourselves. 
Who says so? Not us. The insurance companies say 
so and they know; they don't know your name and 
address. They don't know if you own a Ferrari or a 
Ford. All they care about is facts, and the facts are 
you have the worst road record of any age group jn 
the country. And getting worse! 

And getting worse! Think that over, fathers and 
mothers. Proof? Car insurance costs have gone up 
sharply this year only for boys in this age group. You 
are still boys, boys. 

You aren't a man unless you can handle cars. 
among other things, and you aren't handling them 
properly, though you have plenty of know-how to do 
so. So, obviously, you aren't handling yourselves. That's 
the real answer. 

Don't blame this on the insurance companies. They 
just go by the number of accidents, the number of ar- 
rests, the number of maimed and killed which you 
have strewn over the roads of this and other states.

Are you going 
to go along for the ride so as not to be chicken and let 
some bragging twirp at the wheel gamble with your 
future? Are you going to encourage these "budies" of 



yours to keep boosting your own cost of driving a 
car: Whaf's the percentage of acting like that7 

You wouldn't let this guy hit you over the head 
with a hammer; why let him drive you into n post? 
You wouldn't let him steal fifty bucks out of your pock- 
et. Yet he's already done that this year. 

And you, the worst offenders . . . you spoiled brats 
thinking you can handle 130 horsepower when you 
can't handle one boypower, whnt arc you going to do 
about it? Brother, get the lowdown . . . The girls in 
your age group have It all over you. Not only in looks, 
but intelligence, in self control, in fair play, and in 
their ability to handle those 130 horsepower you can't 
handle. 

That's not our opinion; it's the considered opinion 
of the insurance companies. The rates for girls in your 
own age group hove gone down, not up. They are get- 
ting to be better drivers, not worse. How does that 
make you feel? 

For all your boosting and all your showing off 
and your flouting of the rules of the rood, and all 
your reckless bravado, and all your skill (Oh, yes, we 
know you ore skillful) you just haven't got what it 
takes . . . and that is judgment. 

You haven't yet learned that the champs are not 
chumps. And if you don't believe the insurance com- 
panies about what lousy drivers you are, ask a champ 
someday ... if you can face it. Don't fool yourself 
about the cheap adulation of the kids around you who 
don't know any better. And don't you think your girl 
is impressed by your hotshot antics the next time you 
take her out. She and most of your buddies have you 
tabbed for just what you ore, a chump. They're just too 
polite or too scared or disgusted to tell you. 

Nobody else will tell you, so we're telling you. 
We'll take it back when the insurance rates go back 
down.

If Karl Marx Were Alive Today 

Karl Marx appears to have been a farsightcd man. 

He knew that the steeply graded income tax was 
one way of destroying the thing he most hated, Capital- 
ism. * 

So sure was he of the death-dealing powers of 
the "heavy progressive or graduated income tax" that 
he named it In his Communist Manifesto as the second 
of ten weapons for the destruction of national freedom. 

Those who followed in his footsteps were disap- 
pointed with American version of the income tax 
soon after it was enacted. It didn't go far enough to 
suit them. 

Anyone wishing to do the research can read their 
complaints in such articles as the one William English 
Walling wrote in "The Intercollegiate Socialist" for 
April-May, 1916. 

Walling said the American system calling for a 
tax of one to seven per cent should be more steeply 
graded. He favored something nearer the British and 
German systems, say five per cent of taxable income 
above S5.000 and 20 to 33 per cent above $50,Q00. 

Other bureaucrats have gone far beyond" the wildest 
dreams of Socialist William English Walling. Guaged 
by what a dollar buys today, that $5,000 in taxable in- 
come is equivalent to $15,000. Taxable income in that 
bracket today is taxed by Uncle Sam at 47 per cent — 
not five per cent. And the $50,000 taxable income of 
1916 is equivalent to $150,000, a bracket now taxed at 
89 per cent — not 20 to 33 per cent. 

If Karl Marx were alive today he would be happy. 
He would go on being happy as long as Capitalism bled 
itself white. Because of the income tax, it is bleeding 
itself white, and it will do so until the American peo- 
ple enact some kind of effective income tax reform 
such as the Sadlak-Herlong bill, and prove Karl Marx 
wasn't so farstghted, after all.

The number of pheasants and 
songbirds that you have around the 
farm depends on cover and food 
available, according to Etmer E. 
Offerman, Soil Conservationist. 
With the hunting season near, we 
are especially conscious of pheasant 
numbers. 

Colorful, energetic songbirds add 
much to the enjoyment of rural life 
through their music and movements. 
The song of a mocking bird, meadow- 
lark, or the sight of a brilliant card- 
inal is a thing to enjoy. 

It is interesting to note that in- 
sect eating birds must fill their 
stomachs five to six times daily be- 
cause of their rapid digestion. In a 
test, a young robin weighing three 
ounces consumed 165 cut worms 
weighing 5% ounces. If a 10-pound 
baby ate at the same rate, it would 
eat 18-1/3 pounds of food per day. 

Birds arc very beneficial on the 
farm because of the heavy consump- 
tion of injurious insects. However, 
cover and supplemental food must 
be furnished, Offerman pointed out, 
in order to have large number of 
birds. 

Most every farm has some odd 
areas that could be used for cover, 
These areas should be planted with 
red pines, white pines or other 
adapted trees. Multi-flora rose 
should be planted around these 



areas to give added protection for 
birds. The rose will also serve as a 
fence to protect the small trees from 
livestock. 

If a few hills of corn are left near 
these areas, then food would be 
available. There are a number of 
other plants such as millet, sun- 
flower, and sorghums which make 
ideal food plants. 

The State nurseries have planting 
stock available for these areas. Or- 
der blanks are available at the Soil 
Conservation Service in the Farm 
Bureau Building at Arlington 
Heights, Illinois. Stock should be or- 
dered now for planting in the spring 
of 1958.

WASHINGTON - Tucked nwny 
on d shelf In nearly every Ameri- 
can kitchen Is an exotic essence 
of geography. 

It's contained In the familiar 
small tins of spices. Cloves from 
Zanzibar and cinnamon from Cey- 
lon, olong with the fragrant seeds, 
buds, leaves, berries, roots, and 
bark of many plants have been 
objects of quest since ancient 
times, 

Spices/ above all other edible 
substances, have helped shape the 
fortunes of the world. Spices have 
been valued above gold and used 
■s currency. Throughout most of 
recorded history, spices have not 
only been essential to preserve 
and give zest to bad food; they 
have been needed for Incense, em- 
balming preparations, and oint- 
ments. 

No longer are spices so vital 
to health and comfort, but they 
remain a valuable commodity In 
world trade. In the United States, 
where their use in cookery has 
sharply Increased during the past 
decade, spices constitute a $150,- 
000.000-n-ycar business. 

Almost every nation contributes 
to American spice shelves. Ex- 
cluding allspice, a product of the 
West Indies pimento tree, most 
true spices such as pepper, cassia, 
cinnamon, ginger, nutmeg, mace, 
cloves, saffron, and turmeric 
come from the traditional spice 
lands— India, Ceylon, Malaya, In- 
donesia, Indochina, China, and 
Japan. 



Early Whale Port 
Notes Anniversary 

WASHINGTON — Sag Harbor, 
one of America's busiest whaling 
ports a hundred years ago and 
currently one of its most pictur- 
esque seaside towns, is celebrat- 
ing its 250th birthday this year. 

Heyday of the village, now a 
popular summer resort and home 
of light Industry, was the mid- 
1800' s. Then the Harbor, a hun- 
dred miles cast of New York 
City on Gardincrs Bay and the 
"fishtail" of Long Island, was 
alive with activity. 

Whalemen thronged the village 
streets. The waterfront was crowd- 
ed with high-masted ships return- 
ing with whale oil and bone or 
waiting to be outfitted for voy- 
ages that sometimes lasted four 

years. 

The year 1847 was Sag Harbor's 
busiest. Thirty-two ships brought 
home 605,000 pounds of bone and 
68,000 barrels of oil valued at more 
than a million dollars. 

Discovery of oil In Pennsylvania 
and the doom of the whalebone 
corset as an Item of feminine ap- 
parel put an end to the whaling 
industry. The last whaler, the 
Myra, cleared Sag Harbor in 1B71 
and never returned. She was con- 
demned and her carco taken over 
by another ship. Her catch was 
valued at $32,000. 



Produce Counter Big 
Stop for Shoppers 

NEW YORK — The produce 
counter continues to be one of the 
most important stops on the 
American food shopper's list. 

In 1056, the average person In 
this country consumed about 320 
pounds (retail weight) of fresh 
fruits and vegetables, 'which was 
equal to more than a fifth of the 
entire food poundage used. Con- 
sumers continued to buy two 
pounds of the "fresh" for every 
one pound of processed (canned, 
frozen or dried) fruits and vege- 
tables, the produce group reported. 

Nowadays, a produce depart- 
ment will handle as many as 100 
different fresh fruits and vege- 
tables during the year. If only 
the most important commercial 
types arc included, the U. S. 
market sees about 285 different 
varieties of these foods. Actually, 
there are 7,000 named varieties of 
apples; 6,000 to 8,000 varieties of 
grapes; over 2,000 varieties of 
peaches; thousands of varieties of 
plums, scores of different potatoes 
and so on. However, only a rela- 
tively small number are commer- 
cially Important. 



Time-Buying Need Not 
Mean Going in Debt 

NEW YORK— "Buying on time 
need not mean going into debt, 
■ays a spokesman for American 
Finance Conference, national as- 
sociation of independent sales 
finance companies. 

He points out that when a man 
pays $1,000 down on a 13,000 auto, 
he has actually acquired a capital 
asset rather than a $2,000 debt, 
since sale of the car would not 
only wipe out the unpaid balance 
but would give a cash balance.

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Most Food Items 
We Prize Today 
Known to Ancients 

NEW YORK— Most of the more 
than 100 fruits and vegetables we 
know and use In this country to- 
day, appeared on the tables of the 
ancients centuries before the 
Christian era. Many of them are 
among the oldest food plants cul- 
tivated by man. 

During the 20 years that It took 
to build the gigantic Cheops pyra- 
mid at GIzch, Egypt, in the 5th 
century B. C, the workers con- 
sumed about $2 million worth of 
onions, garlic and radishes. In the 
Bible, we find the exiled Israelites 
complaining to Moses that they 
sorely missed the cucumbers, 
melons, leeks, onions and garlic 
which were part of their diets In 
Egypt. 
» Seeds of the primitive green pea 

have been found In lake mud of 
areas Inhabited by the Swiss lake 
dwellers of Ihc Bronze Age, some 
5,000 years ago. Cherry pits have 
been discovered in prehistoric 
caves. 

Apricots, bananas, cabbage, 
grapes, peaches and dates are all 
believed to have been well known 
4,000 years ago. Coconuts were an 
Asiatic delicacy at least 1,000 years 
before Christ and grapefruit, let- 
tuce and plums were common by 
the first century A. D. Historians 
believe man was budding and 
grafting apples 2,000 years ago and 
oranges were mentioned In Chi- 
nese writings of 2200 B. C.

Throw New Light on 
Egg Candling Job 

LOS ANGELES — Some new 
developments arc hatching in the 
"egg and eye" profession. 

The process of candling eggs 
(holding an egg between the eye 
and a light, originally a candle, 
to determine Its quality and de- 
tect Imperfections) has for cen- 
turies been an individualistic, if 
not intuitive, profession. 

Now James A, Howard and Phil- 
ip F. O'Brien, research engineers 
at the University of California, 
Los Angeles. College of Engineer- 
ing, are making a study which 

might lead to more scientific ways 
of determining egg quality. 

"By use of special Instruments, 
we are measuring those qualities 
which the candler visually takes 
into consideration when he de- 
termines the merit of an egg." 
Howard said. 

"We also are breaking the egg 
onto a flat surface and measuring 
the component parts, such as depth 
of air cell and consistency of al- 
bumen. In order to determine the 
actual of 'broken out' quality of 
the egg." 

Then by correlating the "intact" 
quality, as determined by "instru- 
ment candling," with the "broken 
out" quality, the two researchers 
hope to make some findings which 
will lead to Improved methods of 
judging egg quality.

Are You "Aeeldortt Prono"? 

It is well recognized that some 
people nro "accident prone," which 
means there is some Inner com- 
pulsion which causes them to have 
accidents. Now this Inner compul- 
sion is something of which they 
are not nwnrc. Insurance com- 
panies have become well aware 
that persons who encounter lev- 
eral nccidents are likely to have 
many others. 

The only steps which can bo 
taken to insure the well-being of 
accident-prone persons Is to guard 
them against the "short odds" of 
an accident, and since the great 
majority of accidents happen In 
the home, precautions should be- 
gin there. Switching lights on 
while in the bath-tub, or handling 
any electrical appliance is dan- 
gerous and can easily lend to 
electrocution. When bathing there 
should bo a ribbed rubber or plas- 
tic mat on the bottom of the tub 
to avoid slipping, and another on 
the floor. 

Stairways should be well lighted 
and have n guard rail. The edge 
of each stair, should be painted 
with luminous white paint to 
make them more visible. To guard 
youngsters against taking poison, 
all poisonous compounds should bo 
kept out of their reach. 

Small rugs, which are dangerous 
booby traps on polished floors, 
should be anchored securely. In 
the kitchen, a most popular place 
for many types of accidents, pre- 
cautions should be taken to sea 
that all sharp knives are not just 
thrown into a drawer, but into a 
knife-holder, which renders the 
edge harmless. The low pilot-light 
on the stove should be watched to 
prevent minor explosions i which 
can bring painful burns. Electric 
wiring anywhere In tho house 
should be checked to ice If the 
insulation is frayed. 

In spite of all warnings, "acci- 
dent prone" folk still are the prey 
of easily avoidable Incidents which 
many times are disastrous.

Typical of the present-day neces- 
sity for expanding existing focilltles 
to accomodate increasing church 
membership, was the situation faced 
by the Methodist congregation. 

To meet its urgent need for more 
space, church officials decided on 
enlarging the present church's rec- 
reational and Sunday school rooms 
and work was begun last July. 

Dedication of the addition is sched- 
uled for the first part of December 
and the final phase of the project 
will include improving parking facil- 
ities and landscaping the grounds 
behind the building. 

The 30 x 60 foot addition increased 
the dining room dimensions from 30 
x 30 to 30 x 45. The old kitchen was 
added onto the dining room and a 
new kitchen 12 x IB, with new stove, 
sink, refrigerator and cabinets was 
built. Modern rcstrooms are also 
part of the new look. 

The approximate cost of the addi- 
tion including equipment is $16,000, 
according to Ervin Rasch, chairman 
of the building committee which in- 
cludes Geoffrey Goulding, Wayne 
Tilton, Frank Mack and Chester 
Knight. Rasch, Tilton, Knight and 
Mrs. Viola Sherman, Mrs. Jack 
Mack and Mrs. Carl Sattcrson arc 
church council members. 

A new Lowery electric organ was 
purchased and installed a month 
ago. 

Volunteer labor and decorating 
have speeded up the building oper- 
ations while keeping costs down. 

The attractive red-brick edifice 
on its tree-shaded street that is Wil- 
mot Methodist was begun in June, 
1876 and dedicated In November of 
that year by Rev. Atkinson of Wau- 
kegan, assisted by the presiding 
elder, Dr.' Miller. 

The church was 28 x 50 feet and 
accommodated 300 worshippers. It 
cost $2,650. The bell, still in use, was 
exhibited during the centennial at 
Philadelphia.

Life Insurance 
Companies in U. S. 
Now Number 1,242 

NEW YORK — Life Insurance 
companies of the United States 
numbered 1,242 on June 30 ol this 
year, an increase of 103 from a 
year ago and 798 more than In 
1940, the Institute of Life Insur- 
ance reports. 

More than 85 per cent of the 
more man 700 companies started 
since 1950 were in the South and 
West. These two sections of the 
country account for 946 of the 
companies now in business, the_ 
Institute says. 

The figures arc based on an 
analysis of the reports on com- 
panies licensed to do business by 
the insurance departments of the 
48 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

"The expansion of new com- 
panies in the South and West has 
been an important contributing 
factor in the increased ownership 
of life insurance in those sections, 
which ha%-e gained much more 
rapidly than the rest of the coun- 
try," the Institute said. • 

Life Insurance companies arc 
now located In every state and 18 
states have 20 or more companies. 
Texas leads the state list, with 
338 companies domiciled there; 
Louisiana is second with 112; next 
In rank are: Arizona, 54; South 
Carolina, 48; Alabama, 48; Indi- 
ana, 42; Illinois, 39; Georgia. 33; | 
Arkansas. 29; Florida. 29; Penn- 
sylvania, 29; New York, 29. j 

There arc 299 cities with life 
companies housed locally, Dallas 
leading with 135. 



Why Students Shun 
Science Careers 

SANTA BARBARA — Why are 
teenagers continuing to turn 
thumbs down on science careers 
despite increasingly tantalizing 
Job opportunities and the growing 
shortage of scientists? 

California's chemistry teachers 
In public and private schools were 
asked this question by University 
of California's Office of Relations 
with Schools in an effort to pin- 
point causative factors in our fail- 
ure to recruit needed future scien 
lists. The essence of the straight 
forward replies follows: 

First, there Is a general dis-j 
like for mathematics and quanti- 
tative thinking. 

Second, the sciences are too dif- 
ficult compared with other fields 

that are easy to enter and pay as 
well or better. 

Third, high school curricula 
overemphasize non-science activi- 
ties; and the present teaching 
philosophy offers little encourage- 
ment for the quiet, intellectually 
minded student. 

Fourth, the socio-economic cli- 
mate doesn't foster self-discipline 
and intellectual attainment as 
compared with monetary success. 

Fifth, stimulating leaching is de- 
creasing with overcrowding and 
excessive work loads; and low 
salaries are drawing fewer dedi- 
cated teachers. 

Sixth, counselors are rarely 
familiar with or enthusiastic about 
the sciences. 

Seventh, interest is not fostered 
sufficiently in the Inwer grades.

On Economic Value Of A Man

average length of life over the yean, 
arc having a profound economic as 
well as social influence on the 
American economy, according to 
data compiled by the U.S. Deport- 
ment of Labor. 

The figures show that the aver- 
age male child born in the United 
States in recent years not only has 
the prospect of a substantially long- 
er life than his counterpart a genera- 
tion ago along with a longer adoles- 
cent-educational period and more 
years to enjoy retirement. Increased 
longevity also provides a much 
longer working life than ever be- 
fore. ' 

Individual and Society Benefit 

As far as the individual and the 
economy in general arc concerned, 
two major results of a longer work- 
ing life arc — 

It greatly increases the economic 
value of a man. This has already 
shown a big rise, thanks to the eco- 
nomic growth and prosperity of re- 
cent years, and is certain to increase 
in the future. Right now the aver- 
age man starting out to earn his 
living has a prospective lifetime in- 
come in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000, based on current conditions of 
employment, income and survival 
rates and their projection into the 
future. 

Then, too, a longer working life 
is giving the country a powerful ally 
to help cope with the manpower pro- 
duction problems that have accom- 
panied our dynamic economic 
growth and rising living standards 
over recent years. 

A Historic Increase 

The Labor Department figures 
show that the life expectancy of a 
male child at birth was up to a new 
high of mVt years tn 1955. This fig- 
ure represented a gain of a full year 
since 1D50, and was more than 5 
years higher than as recently as 
1940. The gain since 1900 amounts to 
more than 18 years, representing a 
rise of more than a third in the aver- 
age prospective length of life of n 
man since the turn of the century, 
a period within the experience of 
millions alive today. In fact, accord- 
ing to Dr. Louis I. Dublin, consult- 
ant on health and welfare for the 
Institute of Life Insurance, the gain 
in this relatively short period ap- 
proximates the total increase in the 
longevity of men in all previous 
history back to the Roman Empire. 

Much of the increased longevity 
has gone to extend the non-working 
period of the average human life. 
The average American youth, for ex- 
ample, with more time to grow up 
and to get an education, doesn't be- 
come a full time member of the 
labor force these days until his 18th 
or 10th year. With this, he has the 
prospect of a substantial period of 
retirement, now estimated at more 
than 6 years on the average and ex- 
pected to grow steadily in the com- 
ing years.

Impact on Production 

However, the greater part of the 
Increase in longevity over recent de- 
codes has gone Into raising the over- 
all potential production of the pop- 
ulation through extending the aver- 
age man's working life. The figures 
show that the work life expectancy 
of a male child at birth in 1955 was 
up to a new high of 42 years. While 
little changed from 1950, this figure 
was 3.7 years greater than in 1940, 
a rise of almost a tenth in a decade 
and a half. It was practically 10 
years, or nearly a third, higher than 
it was In 1900. The figures indicate 
even greater gains for women, who 
have become a steadily Increasing 
force in the working population. 

Bureau of the Census figures in- 
dicate that the prospective life-time 
income of the average man figured 
out at $133,000 in 1949, projected on 
the basis of employment and other 
conditions existing at that time. 
Since then, the average annual 
money income of a man has gone 
up more than 50 per cent, according 
to the latest Census figures, thus 
bringing the total prospective earn- 
ings of an average man up to $200,- 
OOOlcvel, Education boosts this aver- 
age lifetime earning power greatly. 

With a man's worth to his family 
and to society so much greater to- 
day than ever before, more indi- 
vidual and family protection is a 
natural development. This has mani- 
fested itself In record ownership of 
life insurance, with about $450 bil- 
lions now in force, and In the big 
growth in other savings and in pen- 
sion and retirement plans.

Tax Facts 

"Smoke rings we blow" may 
mean dreams of yesterday, but to 
government today these smoke rings 
mean one more way of paying for 
the high cost of government. 

In Illinois the "take" to the State 
amounted to $33.6 million for the 
year just ended. In addition, the 
Federal government received $89.8 
million from the sale of cigarettes 
in Illinois. In fact 1/3 of the cost of 
a package of cigarettes in Illinois 
goes for the cost of government, ac- 
cording to figures of the Taxpayers' 
Federation of Illinois. 

The Federal tax of 8c a pack goes 
to the Federal treasury and there 
loses its identity. Of the 3c State 
tax, lc goes to help repay the cost 
of the World War II bonus and 2c 
goes to support the State's general 
activities (such as school aid, col- 
leges, relief, etc.). 

The Illinois cigarette tax will take 
another jump of lc if the Korean 
Veteran bonus is approved at the 



general election of November, 1958. 
This bonus provides for a $75 mil- 
lion bond issue to be retired from 
proceeds of the Increased cigarette 
tax. If this should prove to be in- 
sufficient, it is backed by the State's 
full faith and credit. 

If approved, the total Illinois tax 
on cigarettes will be 4c and the 
pnek-a-day smoker will be adding 
$43.89 a year to the tills of the Fed- 
eral and State governments. 

At that, the Illinois smoker's 
dreams should be more pleasant than- 
the nightmare smokers in Montana 
and Louisiana must have from the 
8c State cigarette taxes of those 
states — there the annual take for 
a pack-a-day man is $58.40.

More Driving Hazards 



October began the season of ex- 
tra hazards on the highway. During 
this month, nights become longer 
and weather conditions become ad- 
verse for driving. During October, 
November, and December, 1956, 
there were 619 people killed in traf- 
fic accidents in Illinois. 

This record can be cut this year. 

Since adoption of the maximum 
speed limit and increase in the state 
police force, traffic fatalities have 
been reduced markedly. As of June 
30, Illinois' traffic fatalities were 
10% above the same period of 1956. 
In comparison with 1956, decreases 
of 2G7c in July, 17% in August and 
30% in September have brought the 
record down from 10% INCREASE 
for the first six months to a 3%

To hold the line and continue the 
reductions in fatalities, motorists 
will have to be extra careful'during 
the next three months and compen- 
sate for the added hazards of night 
and winter driving. 

Following are some rules from 
the Illinois Division of Traffic 
Safety, for motorists to follow dur- 
ing these months— and all year 
round: 

1. Slow down at Sundown. Obey- 
ing posted limits is not enough. 
Speed must be governed by condi- 
tions and darkness is a condition 
calling for caution. 

2. Have your car checked frequent- 
ly. Be sure all lights arc in order. 
Brakes that respond quickly arc 
more important at night. 

3. Be alert for pedestrians and 
vehicles without lights or dim lights. 

4. Do not wear tinted glasses at 
night. They reduce your vision. 

5. Use headlights properly. Use 
lower beam when approaching cars 
are within 1000 feet. Always dim 
when following another car within 
300 feet and when driving in cities 
and towns. 

8. Dim your headlights even If 
the other fellow doesn't. Trying to 
get even by blinding him is only 
asking for trouble. Guide your car 
by looking at the right edge of the 
pavement or at the right shoulder 
of the highway. 

7. Don't move your car at night 
until all lights arc on. 

8. Never stop on the traveled por- 
tion of a highway at night. If you 
must stop pull off the road and leave 
parking and dome lights on.
